A mare fully Relation of the 
Dreadtul Fire at Wapping, viz, On Mana) Night, between 
F-2hr and Nine of che Clock; it was: fomerhing abated and 
aboucrwelve wholly Excinguiſhed; che number of Houſes, © 
as near as can be Campured ro be Coniamed are 200 84- 
mongſt which were two or thicee hundred blown up, and 
we here in che Exccution thereof about 40 Perſons were 
killed, befides others very much bruited and wounded tq 
the number of 60 or upward. . But at prefent, we cannot 
hear, bur that only an old woman periſhed in the flames; 
who through her Age and weakneſs was uncapable of ſhift- 
ivg for her (elf. Great was the care and diligence of Sir 

obn Wetwang in this unhappy Accidear, who being owner 
of the Ship that is building in Sic William Warrens Yard, (he 
being of ſeyen hundred Tuns burthen, and if conlumed the 
Joſs thereof would have been 6 or 7c091, But by his di- 
ligence, in entering the Ship firſt him'elf, and diſtributing 
twenty Guinies to ſome Seamen and others, they by their 
induſtrious labour and Sir. F»bns heartning them up preſer« 
ved her! whichcf had been fired would have done very con- 
ſiderabledamage to ſeveral houſes adjacent; amoneſt the 
houſes thar were conſumed, the chiefeſt were Sir Wiilzave 
Warrens, one Mr. Hoopers, Mr. Wilſons Mr. Haines, and 
Mr, 7acksons, who all kept conſiderable Deal: Yards. And one 
Mr. Grinbals having a Maſt-Tard ſuſtained great lols there- 
by, to the value of {everal handreds of pounds. Alſo one 
Mr. Boxd a Brewer his houle was burat and loſt ſeveral hun- 
dred pounds being then a Brewing , befides vaſt quanti« 
ties of Buts of Beer were deſtroyed in ſeveral Ale-Houles. 

Befides theſe perſons of note, were divers Shopkeepers of 
all Trades, whoſe goods and wares wereall conſumed; op] 
ſome few goods which ſome ſaved in Shadwel Church; o- 
thers being in great conſternation delivered their goods to 
ſeveral perſons whom they know not, amongſt whom ſome 
were ſo honeſt as to deliver the ſame and others never to 


return what they received.
